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Nothing ‘bog’ standard about these... 

Designs for ambitious 
restaurant project at 
Barry Island revealed 


PLANS to convert 
the disused Nell’s 
Point changing 
rooms into a new 
restaurant complex 
have moved a step 
closer after designs 
for the project 
were revealed. 

The vacant building, 
which dates back to the 
Island’s Victorian 
heyday, is in line for a 
new lease of life 
following a recent 
marketing exercise by 
Vale Council. 

Developers Morse 
Affiliated have been 
chosen to deliver a 
project that will see the 
premises converted into 
four high-quality 
eateries. 

The first images of 
what this restaurant 
cluster, appropriately 
called Nell’s Point, will 
look like have been 
released and though the 
basic structure of the 
grade II listed building 
must remain the same, 
the new look will have 
a very modem feel. 



The proposals show 
that looking out over 
Whitmore Bay, one 
restaurant will be 
housed on the roof, with 
a retractable ceiling to 
allow for an open air 
dining experience 
during suitable weather. 

Two restaurants will 
be located within the 
current main structure 
and another inside an 
extension added to the 
side of the building. 

Morse Affiliated 
recently completed the 
refurbishment of the 


1930s cinema at Oyster 
Wharf at the Mumbles 
to a very high standard 
and the council is 
optimistic a 
development of similar 
quality will be delivered 
in this instance. 

The move represents 
another step in the 
regeneration of Barry 
Island, which has 
undergone extensive 
improvement works in 
recent years, including 
upgrading the Grade II 
Listed Edwardian 
shelter, the provision of 


modern toilet facilities 
and the creation of 
distinctive new beach 
huts. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “I’m sure 
everyone is as excited 
as I am by the plans for 
the Old Public 
Conveniences at Nell’s 
Point. The vibrant 
design of the building is 
in keeping with the 
Island’s revival as a 
modern seaside resort. 

“The Vale Council 
has committed 


significant resources to 
upgrading the Island 
over the last few years 
and it is encouraging to 
see this commitment 
continues to lead to 
ongoing private 
investment in the area. 

“We believe bringing 
new high-calibre 
restaurants to the Island 
as part of this 
development can help 
make it even more 
appealing to residents 
and visitors alike.

JAIL FOR BARRY 
MAN WHO WAS 
THE LOOKOUT 
FOR BURGLARS 


A MAN who acted 
as a lookout when a 
Barry pub was 
burgled has been 
jailed for 58 weeks 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Francis Hocking 
claimed to the police 
that his accomplices 
had threatened him with 
a mallet, unless he 
became involved. 

Hocking (48) of 
Pontalun Close, Barry, 
admitted a charge of 
burglary. 

The court heard the 
burglary took place at 
the King William IV 
pub, Bridge Street, at 
about 6am on April 28 
last year. 

The landlord, David 
Miller, who lived in the 
vicinity, was alerted and 
arrived while the 
burglary was taking 
place, said prosecutor 
Emma Harris. 

He chased two men 
from the pub before the 
police arrived on the 
scene. 

Ms Harris said 
Hocking had been the 
lookout while £1,000 
was taken from the till.

The intruders, she 
said, also forced open a 
pool table, taking £100 
in cash. Altogether, 
£400 of damage was 
caused and in addition, 
the men stole money 
from a payphone, 
costing another £50 to 
repair. 

The court heard that 
Hocking told the police 
he was reluctant to go 
with the men. 

He said he left the 


scene when the others 
got inside. His counsel, 
Hilary Roberts, 

described him as a 
‘reluctant burglar’ and 
said he acted as he did 
because he was bullied 
and was under duress. 

“It was not his idea 
and he gained nothing 
from it,” said Mr 
Roberts. 

The court heard he 
had convictions for 92 
previous offences, 
including many for 
theft. 

Recorder Greg Bull 
QC said he accepted 
there was a degree of 
coercion and he was 
satisfied Hocking was 
jointly responsible.

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Looking out for 
our wild birds 


A T this time of 
year, our 
wild birds 
are doing what 
nature intended: by 
setting up their 
homes and rearing 
their young. 

It is, however, also 
that time of year when 
we are also busy tidying 
up our gardens, cutting 
back hedges and trees, 
while councils and 
developers are also 
preparing land for 
construction works. 

It is a difficult time 
but no matter how 
difficult it is there are 
laws in place to protect 
theses enchanting 
creatures, many of 
which are in decline and 
some are very rare. 

It is alarming to know 
we cause such 
devastation through lack 
of knowledge of the 
Wildlife and 
Countryside Act, 1981, 
and the European 
Habitats Directive which 
is in place to protect 
birds from March to July 
inclusive even though 
they still nest outside 
this period. 

Tree workers have a 
duty to avoid disturbing 
nesting birds. They must 
be compliant and a pre¬ 
works survey needs to 
be carried out by a 


suitably competent 
person. 

We must always 
assume birds will be 
nesting in trees and the 
vegetation is often 
overlooked, so thorough 
checks must be carried 
out so as not to breach 
directives. 

Reputable works will 
refrain until the season is 
over although there are 
exceptional 
circumstances that 
require a licence and 
methods that must be 
adhered to. 

It is the duty of 
construction companies 
to be considerate and 
knowledgable and 
follow the law. The 
workforce on site should 
also be compliant, as 
they cannot flout the law 
while clearing ground in 
reparation for building 
work. 

They need to be 
reminded that there are 
fines in place to their 
detriment, not to 
mention their reputation. 

We must look out for 
our feathered friends and 
if you know of a bird 
nest in danger, then you 
must act stop it.

‘Urgent action’ called 
for over Murch Field 


LAST year, the Vale Council refused to 
include the Murch Field within a list of 
public areas that were covered by special 
police rules, writes Chris Franks. 

Now, following nights of problems involving 
young drivers, anti-social behaviour and litter, the 
council has been asked to take firm action. 

Community Cllr Richard Grigg, a Plaid 
member of Dinas Powys Community Council, 
said that he was very concerned about the failure 
to support residents and users of the centre and 
grounds. 

Cllr Grigg welcomed the recent involvement 
with the police but stressed that it was important 
for the Vale Council to be committed to act. 

He said: “Last year, Plaid wrote expressing 
concern about the failure to introduce an ‘Alcohol 
Exclusion Zone’ at the Murch Field, Dinas Powys. 

“A long list of sites were to be covered by this 
protection by cabinet but not the Murch Field, 
despite a request from the hard working volunteers 
who operate the Murch Community Centre and 
the associated activities based at the centre. 

“We were given to understand that this would 
be reviewed this year. However, so far nothing has 
been done. We are now faced with a growing anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area. 


“For two nights running the centre car park has 
experienced a significant number of young drivers 
using in the car park. They are not using the hall, 
or the field or the courts. 

“The resultant litter adds to the burden of the 
volunteers struggling to develop the centre. There 
were again problems on Saturday night. 

“It has been a long standing wish that the Vale 
Council stresses that the car park is for the use of 
people visiting the hall and other facilities. 

“The volunteers are unhappy with the current 
situation and ask that the authority responds 
positively to their concerns.”

Penarth Ramblers 
follow the waterfalls 


‘WATERFALL Country,’ as it 
is called, lies in the Neath 
Valley and following all the 
rain, the many waterfalls were 
in perfect flood when Clive 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers and his 13 
companions paid a visit 
recently. 

Beginning from the Angel Inn in 
Pontneddfechan, the morning was 
somewhat overcast with a brighter 
forecast for later in the day. They 
passed other groups of walkers along 
the old tramway beside the Nedd 
Fechan River, where even the smaller 
waterfalls were gushing. 

Passing some of the old disused 
entrances where silica rock was mined 
and tramping upstream, their first 
major fall came in the shape of Sgwd 
Gwladys, crashing down into the 
gorge. 

Stepping stones in the Afon 
Pyrddin led them back to its 
confluence with the Nedd Fechan. 
Continuing along the undulating path 
above the river and reaching a 
clearing at Pont Melin-Fach, they 
paused for morning coffee at picnic 
benches. 

A narrow, rocky path through 
woodland led them to Pont Rhyd-y- 
Cnau and a short gradual climb up to 
the road led to views stretching as far 
as the central Brecon Beacons, as the 
skies turned blue and the sun began to 
shine. Moss covered rocks, trees and 
banks in an old green lane brought 
them to Cwm Porth for a long lunch 
break while soaking up the sun and 
for those who felt adventurous, a 


descent to view Porth yr Ogof, where 
the River Mellte disappears into a 
huge cave entrance. 

Continuing their journey through 
the gorge and across the Afon Mellte, 
Sgwd Clun-Gwyn crashed into the 
cwm below them. They continued 
past Sgwd Isaf Clun-Gwyn and Sgwd 
y Pannwr, which was used for 
washing sheep’s wool. 

Climbing out of the valley and 
heading along the main track, a 
descent via steps led them to Sgwd yr 
Eira (Fall of Snow), which attracts 
much attention because of its power 
and beauty and also because you can 
walk underneath it to reach the other 
side of the valley on an old slippery 
drover’s road, which they did. 

Taking one last look at the magical 
waterfall before clambering up a steep 
rocky path and steps to the top, the 
path led them gently downhill past the 
old ruined remains of the farms of 
Cilhepste-Fach and Cerig, on the 
route to Craig Y Dinas. 

After another descent, a footbridge 
led them over the Afon Nedd and up 
onto the road for the last short journey 
back to the start, where they were 
rewarded with a cool drink at the pub 
before the journey home.

Vale music festival 
has to think again 
after late-night 
licence problem 


A NEW music festival planned for the 
Vale this July has had to have a rethink 
after running into licensing problems. 

Welsh Fest hopes to attract up to 5,000 festival 
goers between July 27 and 29 for a three-day music 
festival including artists such as Goldie Lookin’ 
Chain at the Coedarhydyglyn estate, St Nicholas. 

However, both the Vale Council and the 
organisers feel that the problems can be overcome. A 
licensing committee application was due to be heard 
last Friday (April 20) but festival organisers did not 
attend, telling The GEM that they would be 
submitting a fresh application. 

A Vale Council spokesperson said: “The applicant 
failed to attend Friday morning’s application 
hearing, which was an opportunity to both elaborate 
on the detail of the event and address any concerns 
that were raised. 

“Concerns were raised by the Police regarding 
issues of public safety and the prevention of crime 
and disorder, while Shared Regulatory Services 
voiced concerns relating to public safety and public 
nuisance. 

“Despite the fact officers from both organisations 
made the applicant aware of these concerns in late 
March, no further details on how they might be 
addressed were provided. This being the case, the 
council’s Licensing Sub-Committee refused the 
application.

“The council is supportive of events that can 
demonstrate their delivery comes at no risk of public 
nuisance, risk to public safety or risk of crime and 
disorder. We have been in contact with the applicant 
since the decision was made and will provide advice 
on what options are available to them. Event 
organisers are encouraged to engage with the council 
and other agencies at the planning stage of an event.” 

The original Welsh Fest application had asked 
permission to sell alcohol and play recorded music 
until 2am, and live music up to midnight. 

This was opposed by Shared Regulatory Services, 
which provides environmental health and licensing 
services for Bridgend, Cardiff and Vale councils. 

Sue Brown, environmental health officer for 
Shared Regulatory Services, wrote to the Vale 
Council asking for live and recorded music at the 
event to be restricted to 11pm each day, and for the 
sale of alcohol to stop at 10.40pm if the licence is 
granted. 

A spokesman for Welsh Fest said that in the light 
of the objections, a new application was being 
prepared. 

If it goes ahead the event will host artists from 
across Wales for three days of live music from a 
range of genres across four stages, as well as more 
than 40 DJs. 

Wales Air Ambulance, Tenovus Cancer Charity 
and Wales Kidney Foundation are among the 
charities booked to attend Welsh Fest. 

A Welsh Fest spokesman said: “We want to create 
a really Welsh-themed festival of live music that 
would appeal to people of all ages. 

“Also important to me is having upcoming local 
talent at Welsh Fest. There doesn’t seem to be much 
opportunity for live performing musicians in Wales 
outside of the pubs and clubs. Providing a venue like 
this means anyone with musical talent has the 
opportunity to play for a larger audience.”

Mr Davies said: 
“It’s quite clear Vale 
pupils get a raw deal 
when it comes to 
education funding - 
receiving the lowest 
amount in Wales. 

“This is despite the 
council spending £548 
more per pupil than 
the Welsh 

Government provides 

- after reallocating 
monies from other 
budgets. 

“If we were funded 
at the Welsh average 

- Llantwit Major 
School would get 
£600,000 more per 
year. This is 
equivalent to a one- 
per-cent rise in 
council tax and shows 
just how much we are 
short changed.” 


THE Vale Council 
would like to hear 
residents’ views on 
proposed changes to 
recycling and waste 
collections, as the 
current waste and 
recycling model is 
not sustainable 
long-term. 

In order to meet the 
Welsh Government’s 
next statutory recycling 
target of 64 per cent 
recycling by 2019/20, the 
Vale Council is 
proposing to introduce a 
limit on the number of 
black bags of waste it 
will collect from each 
household. 

These new proposals 
have been introduced 
with the aim of limiting 
the amount of waste 
collected and increasing 
recycling rates. 

The council is also 
proposing to move from 
co-mingled recycling 
collections to source 
separated recycling 
during 2019. 

The three main 
reasons why the council 


need to move from co¬ 
mingled recycling are 
cited as quality, legal 
duty and cost. 

The current model 
does not provide a high 
quality product which 
can be recycled here in 
the UK. 

The source separated 
model complies with the 
Welsh Government’s 
Recycling and Waste 
Collections Blueprint, is 
more likely to increase 
recycling rates to meet 
the statutory targets and 
would provide 

significant cost savings.

Vale AM asks 
if violence 
against women 
law is working 


JANE HUTT has 
sought an assurance 
that legislation 
introduced three 
years ago is helping 
protect women 
against threats of 
violence or abuse. 

The Vale AM said the 
Violence Against 

Women, Domestic Abuse 
and Sexual Violence 
(Wales) Act introduced in 
2015 had three 
purposes - prevention, 
protection and support. 

Ms Hutt said that, on 
average, two women a 
week are killed by a 
partner or ex-partner in 
Wales and England. 

She asked Leader of 
the House at the National 
Assembly, Julie James: 
“Given the ongoing 
prevalence of violence 
against women and girls, 
can you comment further 
on the progress of 
implementation of this 
pioneering legislation 


given the challenges 
facing organisations 
which provide specialist 
services for women, the 
pressures on multi¬ 
agency providers such as 
the police, social 
services, health boards 
and the NHS, particularly 
as a result of austerity 
and the pressures the 
Welsh Government is 
facing as a result of UK 
Government cuts?” 

Ms James said that 
since the act came into 
force, the approach to 
tackling violence against 
women, domestic abuse 
and sexual violence has 
been transformed. 

She told Ms Hutt: 
“Implementation of the 
act has led to increased 
training, stronger 

guidance, practice 
change and a clear 
strategic direction 
throughout the Welsh 
public service.”

A CONVOY of heritage buses will be 
heading for Barry this coming weekend 
(April 28/29) to mark an important 
anniversary 

Forty years ago, in 1978, the then government- 
owned National Bus Company merged several bus 
firms with long histories into a new company: 
National Welsh/Cymru Cenedlaethol. 

The old firms dating from the 1920s, including 
Western Welsh and Red & White, which covered 
almost every village, town and city east from 
Swansea to Hereford and Gloucester, disappeared. 

The state-owned bus companies themselves went 
shortly after 1986, when the Conservative 
government brought in privatisation. 

On Saturday, April 28, a Heritage Road Run will 
be held, taking the old Cheltenham to Cardiff 
express coach route that was a key transport link 
before the days of motorways, and first or second 
Severn Bridge crossings. 

This will see several old classic road coaches run 
in convoy, leaving the site of the old Cheltenham 
Coach Station at 10.30am, arriving in Barry at 
3pm.

On Sunday, April 29, free heritage bus trips will 
be available to the public from the Bus Depot, 
Broad Street in Barry.

“We also now have three open top buses, so we 
hope the weather will be kind to us - the free trips 
will be running throughout Sunday, 10.30am to 
4.30pm.

Jonathan Radiy, organiser of the Saturday Road 
Run, heritage coach owner and former employee, 
said: “I started work with National Welsh. It was a 
great business where public service came first. 

“So, we are re-enacting the Number 620 coach 
route from Cheltenham, along the old National 
Express route via Gloucester, Chepstow and 
Newport to Cardiff and will continue to Barry, 
ready for the Sunday. 

“We are looking at half a dozen old heritage 
coaches, some from the 1960s, running in convoy, 
much as they did in the old days.

There is a fee for the 
determination of the 
Marine Licence to gain 
permission to carry out 
the activity, but not for

The Plaid Cymru 
Shadow Cabinet 

Secretary for Energy, 
Climate Change and 
Rural Affairs, Mr 
Thomas said: “It seems 
unlikely that the mud 
from Hinkley 

construction is 

dangerous, but it is still 
being dumped in Welsh 
waters.

DOCUMENTS and papers of a women’s 
rights campaigner, whose work helped to 
set international standards for gender 
equality have been deposited with 
Glamorgan Archives. 

Her biographer, Dr Jean Silvan Evans, said: 
“Audrey Jones from the Vale was among the 30,000- 
plus women who streamed into Beijing for the 
historic 1995 United Nations World Conference on 
Women, networking, lobbying and rewriting to 
shape the Beijing Platform for Action, seen as a 
watershed in mainstreaming gender equality. 

“She was the long-time chair and founder member 
of Wales Assembly of Women, and travelled the

world to represent the group at UN conferences on 
women’s rights and was central to women’s rights 
campaigns in Wales. 

“She regularly represented the Assembly at the 
annual New York sessions of the UN Commission on 
the Status of Women (CSW) to review progress on 
the Beijing Platform and took part in the major 
conferences Beijing+5 (2000) and Beijing+10 
(2005).” 

Audrey’s documents - six whole crates of them - 
were deposited by Dr Jean Silvan Evans, of 
Peterston-super-Ely, who recorded Audrey’s life and 
achievements for the Dictionary of Welsh 
Biography, the national database of people in Wales 
who have made a significant contribution to national 
life. 

Dr Silvan Evans said: “She first made her mark as 
an inspirational teacher and an uncompromising 
advocate of girls’ education and the ‘Sisterhood and 
After’ archive holds a video clip of Audrey in 
typically animated fashion commenting on the 
sexism evident in exam questions of the time, as well 
as a summary of her six-hour audio interview. 

“For 30 years, she taught at St Cyres 
Comprehensive School, Penarth, rising to deputy 
head, a distinction gained by few women in 1980s 
comprehensives. Committed to challenging sexism 
in education, she encouraged girls to study science 
and maths. 


Women established the Audrey Jones Awards for 
Research by Women in her honour. 

The awards are coordinated by Dr Jane Salisbury, 
who said: “Audrey always stressed the importance 
of research that could illuminate the lives of women 
and girls. She understood that hard evidence could 
inform policies and underpin campaigns that 
properly enhance women’s rights. 

“The Audrey Jones Awards honour this and ensure 
that new data and analyses on contemporary 
women’s lived experience in Wales reaches a wider 
public.” 

This year’s Audrey Jones Awards will be 
presented at Wales Assembly of Women annual 
conference when two women researchers will talk 
about their work. 

Dr Rosie O’Driscoll will talk about women who 
choose not to have children: ‘Othering - Taking the 
M out of Mothering’; and Dr Claire Evans will share 
her findings on the topic: ‘Are Gender and Low Pay 
Synonymous in Wales?’

“Audrey came to live in Wales in the 1950s when 
her late husband Hugh Jones took over transport 
logistics for international chemical company Dow 
Corning and the family settled in Dinas Powys. 

“As devolution loomed, she was an ardent 
campaigner in the powerful movement of women’s 
groups that combined to persuade the new National 
Assembly to commit to equal opportunity and she 
took to the streets in the drive to get the Labour Party 
to adopt constituency twinning to ensure gender 
equality in Labour representation in the first 
Assembly.” 

Professor Jackie Jones, chair of Wales Assembly 
of Women, said: “Audrey was a real pioneer. She 
was there in the early days travelling the world to 
champion women’s rights. I am delighted her papers 
are now in the Archives where so many others can 
share them.”

A S the credits 
began to roll 
on 2008’s 
Iron Man, there 
were a smattering 
of people who 
didn’t stand up, 
and stayed firmly 
in their seats. 

As the final credits 
rolled up the screen, the 
patience of audiences 
was rewarded as Robert 
Downey Jr’s Tony 
Stark, fresh from 
defeating business rival 
and part-time 
megalomaniac Obadiah 
Stane and announcing to 
the world that he was 
Iron Man, was met by 
Samuel F Jackson’s 
Nick Fury, who 
informed he was “... 
part of a bigger 
universe” and that he 
wanted to discuss 
something called the 
“Avenger initiative”. 

If you were in the 
know, then it was likely 
you had an inkling of 
what could be coming, 
but the plans for a larger 
Marvel universe were 
tied up in the success 
(or failure) of Iron Man 
and the summer’s other 
Marvel offering, The 
Incredible Hulk. 

Suffice to say, they 
delivered (the former, 
it’s fair to say, more 
than the latter) and now, 
10 years later, we are at

juggernaut slowing 
down. Films are 
planned up until 2021, 
new characters making 
their way from comic 
book page to screen 
and, of course, the hot 
topic of, assuming all 
proceeds as planned, the 
Marvel characters 
owned by 20th Century 
Fox (including the X- 
Men and Fantastic 
Four ) entering the 
Marvel universe once 
Disney and Fox sign, 
seal and deliver the 
former taking over the 
latter. 

What has made 
Marvel so good at what 
they have done is the 
boldness of their 
choices. To have the 
chutzpah to create a 
universe of characters 
under one umbrella had 
never been done before 
(the closest hint we had 
was Batman telling 
Robin: “This is why 
Superman works alone” 
in Batman & Robin ), 
but to then roll it out as 
they have done, with 
seemingly seamless 
narrative planning and 
foreshadowing, has 
been incredible to 
watch. 

Similarly, they have 
made directorial choices 
that may have seemed 
strange at the time, but 
have paid huge 
dividends (Kenneth 
Branagh tackling Thor, 


Shane Black taking on 
Iron Man 3, James 
Gunn on Guardians of 
the Galaxy and the 
Russo brothers, 
directors of comedies, 
tackling two Captain 
America films and the 
two upcoming Avengers 
films). 

Of course, there have 
been missteps ( Iron 
Man 2 did too much 
heavy-lifting when it 
came to building the 
universe, Thor: The 
Dark World was a dull 
and leaden affair) but 
they have been easily 
outweighed by the 
triumphs, all of this 
culminating, no doubt, 
in an Infinity War to 
remember as Thanos 
(the purple guy from the 
post-credits scene of 
The Avengers for those 
who aren’t keeping too 
close an eye on 
proceedings) aims to 
collect the infinity 
stones to control the 
universe with only, 
seemingly, every 
Marvel hero intent on 
stopping him. 

There will be 
destruction, there will

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U3A members learn about Llantrisant’s history 


ON April 12, Sully U3A were fortunate 
enough to be entertained by Dean Powell 
about Llantrisant, an historic hilltop 
town, which boasts a remarkable history 
filled with many traditions, fascinating 
tales and eccentric characters. 

Commanding an outstanding view from the crest 
of two hills, like a dominant city from Biblical times, 
Llantrisant tells an incredible story dating back more 
than 1,400 years. 

Crowned by its ruined Norman castle and fine 
parish church, with a seat of power at the medieval 
Guildhall, Llantrisant consists of quaint houses and 
shops that cluster proudly throughout charming, 
cobbled streets. 

The town’s Charter of 1346 and the role its 
Freemen played as trained longbowmen in the 
victorious Battle of Crecy, under the command of the 
Black Prince, underpin the legendary tales behind 
Llantrisant’s reputation as the home of the Black 
Army. 


Throughout the centuries, the old town has been 
home to a plethora of notorious characters, from a 
Lord Mayor of London to the world’s shortest man. 
As a prison for King Edward II, and the place where 
Dr William Price’s escapades led to the passing of 
the Cremation Act, Llantrisant is firmly secured in 
the annals of British history. 

Today, Llantrisant is becoming one of the most 
visited tourist attractions in Wales, offering fine 
boutiques, eateries, family-fun activities and a 
flourishing social scene and is well worth a visit to 
this historic hilltop town. 

Llantrisant Castle was fortified in 1246 by 
Richard de Clare on the site of an earlier motte and 
timber construction, and was developed into the 
administrative centre of the annexed Welsh lands 
that he had secured in 1243. 

However, over a period of time, the castle was 
damaged during uprisings and further damage was 
suffered during the rebellion of Owain Glyndwr in 
1404. 

In 1767, the estate came into the ownership of 


John Stuart, 1st Marquess of Bute and in 1833, the 
tower was dismantled and local houses were built or 
repaired with its stone, while sections were 
transported and used to build Cardiff Castle. 

The original Romanesque-style church dates from 
the end of the 11th century, shortly after Robert 
Fitzhamon’s conquering of Glamorgan. 

In around 1490, the tower was erected creating an 
even more visible landmark on the skyline and by 
the 17th century, the tithes of Llantrisant were leased 
by the Bassett family of Beaupre. 

Many of them became vicars and in 1718, a peal 
of six bells were cast in the church and hung in the 
tower, and a final two bells followed in 1926. 

In 1873, when the church was being restored, a 
new stained-glass window by Edward Burne-Jones 
was introduced over the altar, depicting Christ 
without a beard - one of very few examples in the 
world. 

The Freemen of Llantrisant have played an 
invaluable role in the history of the town for 
centuries, and the Charter of 1346 created a

corporation for Freemen whose privileges included 
grazing rights, their own courts of law, control over 
markets and fairs, and a right to vote. 

The passing of the Municipal Corporations Act of 
1883, saw the borough’s powers stopped and the 
corporation was no more. The Llantrisant Town 
Trust was formed in an order sealed on 17/12/1889 
by the Board of Charity Commissioners. 

Every year, new Freemen are enrolled in the 
Court Leet and there are more than 2,000 Freemen 
around the world today. To remind younger boys, 
who would eventually become Freemen, where the 
boundaries lay, they would be ‘bounced’ on their 
buttocks upon two boundary stones. 

The Guildhall was the seat of immense power and 
prestige, largely responsible for administering the 
Charter’s ‘Bill of Rights’ for the Freemen. However, 
with the dissolution of the borough in 1883, the 
Guildhall fell into a period of redundancy, but with 
the establishment of Llantrisant Town Trust, it 
enjoyed a new lease of life. 

Magistrates Courts were still held until 
1956,when the Trust purchased the building, and it 
has since been used by a variety of organisations, 
from nursery schools to spiritualist churches. 

In 2017, the building underwent a £1.1 million 
refurbishment to become a heritage and visitors 
centre. 

After questions, Dean Powell was thanked very 
much for his very interesting talk and I confirm our 
next presentation is on May 10 at the Old School in 
Sully, and we look forward to seeing you then.

“We’re appealing to 
anyone who has any 
information about this 
incident or similar 
incidents to contact 0300 
123 8018.

WALES Rugby 
League are 

saddened to hear 
that our former 
World Cup head 
coach Les Pearce 
died on Saturday, 
April 21, aged 94. 

Pearce coached Wales 
throughout 1975, a 
record breaking year for 
the country where we 
played 10 international 
matches, two in the 
European Championship 
and then eight in the 
World Cup (known in 
1975 as the World 
Championship). 

Four of those games 
were wins for Wales. 
Under his coaching and 
Dai Watkins’ captaincy, 
we beat France in both 
competitions but it was 
the World Cup wins over 
England and New 

Zealand under his 

coaching that were most 
memorable to Welsh fans 
of the day. 

On June 10, 1975, 
Wales beat England 12-7 
in the match that 

eventually became 
known as ‘The Battle of 
Brisbane’, then later in 
the year, Wales beat New 
Zealand 25-24 in 
Swansea, which is the 
last time that Wales have 
beaten New Zealand in 
either rugby code. 

Pearce was born on 
October 13, 1923 in 
Swansea and played for 
his hometown club, 
Swansea RFC, before 
turning professional in 
1949, signing for Halifax 
and spending nearly 10 
years there as a player 
during their boom period 
where they were 
Championship runners- 
up three times, Yorkshire 
Cup winners twice, 
Yorkshire League 

winners four times and 
unbeaten at home 
between December 1952 
and November 1956. 

He eventually turned 
to coaching, initially with 
Dewsbury and then with 
Halifax, leading his old 
club to a League Cup 
final win in January 
1972. 

Joining Leigh as head 
coach, he immediately 
coached them to a BBC 2 
Floodlit Trophy final win 
in December 1972. 

Remarkably he once 
named himself as a 
substitute for Leigh in 
1974 when he was 50 
years old, but didn’t need 
to enter the field. He

returned to coach Halifax 
again following the 1975 
World Cup. 

Former Wales 

international Jim Mills 
won seven of his 17 caps 
under Pearce. They were 
close friends right up 
until his death and Mills 
made the following 
statement online. 

He said: “So saddened 
that my great friend Les 
Pearce has died at 94. I 
first met Les in the Old 
Cock Pub in Halifax in 
1964 where he was with 
his great friend John 
Thorley. Little did I 
know that one day we 
would become lifelong 
friends. 

“Les came to Halifax 
from Swansea RU and 
was a very tough player 
in his day. He also 
coached Halifax. 

“He was also the 
coach to the Welsh World 
Cup Team in 1975 in 
Australia and NZ and 
then the return games at 
home. We had great 
success under Les’s 
guidance, beating 
England, New Zealand 
and France along the 
way. 

“We all became very 
close on that tour and Les 
was loved by all the 
Welsh boys. We have had 
many reunions ever since 
and Les was always there 
right up to last year when 
he’s not been in the best 
of health. 

“I know the boys will 
be very upset with the 
news he has left us, but I 
know one thing, he will 
never be forgotten. 

“Les’ lovely wife 
Betty left us about 12 
years ago so they’re 
together again. Our 
deepest sympathy to his 
daughter Barbara, Chris 
and all his lovely 
family.” 

Everyone at Wales 
Rugby League extends 
their sincere condolences 
to all of his family and 
friends.
